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PBJC BECOMING A REGIONAL DATA 
PROCESSING CENTER 


Several years ago Palm Beach Junior College 
joined sixteen other educational institutions in South 
Florida to form the South Florida Educational 
Computer Cooperative (SFECC). 

The goal of this new organization was to deter- 
mine the feasibility of sharing computing resources 
among the members. The funds necessary to achieve 
this goal have been supplied by the State Department 
of Education. Palm Beach Junior College has been a 
leader in the SFECC since its formation. Mr. Jeff 
Hunter, Systems and Programming Manager at PBJC, 
has accepted the position of Director of the SFECC 
effective September 1, 1977 for a one-year term. 
Mr. Paul Bunnell is filling Mr. Hunter’s position in his 
absence. 

Because of this organization and PBJC’s involve- 
ment, PBJC is becoming a regional computing center. 
The college is already supplying computing capability 
to Indian River Community College in Fort Pierce, 
Florida. Indian River is using PBJC’s On-line Regis- 
tration System for their first application. Next year 
similar capability will be extended to Florida Keys 
Comnunity College in Key West and Edison Commu- 
nity College in Fort Myers. Also being considered is 
a computer to computer connection between PBJC 
and Valencia Community College for off-loading of 
computer processing during periods of peak pro- 
cessing. Palm Beach County School Board is pres- 
ently considering a similar arrangement. 

Sone of the major objectives of this cooperative 
are to eliminate needless duplication of effort, foster 
sharing of computer applications and experience, offer 
group purchasing for quantity discounts, and encour- 
age common development of computerized solutions 
to common problems. 


PBJC Enrollment Second Highest 


The overall enrollment at Palm Beach Junior 
College --7,927-- is the second highest in the history 
of PBJC, in spite of a slight decrease in the national 
trend, according to PBJC Registrar, Charles G. 
Graham. 


“We expected the enrollment to be about the same 
as last year, but instead, our enrollment for the Fall 
Term is second only to the 1975-76 Fall Term, when 
7,982 students were enrolled during. an economic 
recession, when jobs were difficult to find,” Graham 
explained. 

“This year’s Fall Term total is up 233 over last 
year, with the increase more in returning and reacti- 
vated students than in new students, confirming the 
fact that the college age population is leveling off,” 
he added. 

“I would guess that another reason for the 
decrease in college enrollment on the national level is 
the recent lack of emphasis placed on the necessity 
for a college degree,” he added. 

“Florida has been holding its own in college 
enrollment because new people of college age are 
moving into the state at a fast enough rate, although 
it’s really too early to tell if the Florida universities 
will remain steady in enrollment figures. ” 

Graham said enrollment is up at the following 
campuses; PBJC North, at 903, up 141; PBJC 
Glades, at 467, up 41; PBJC South, at 558, up 109; 
and “mixed students (those who attend more than 
one PBJC campus) at 479, up 20. 

PBJC Central, has a decrease of 78. 

“This is to be expected as the outlying campuses 
expand,” Graham pointed out. 


NEW HANDICAPPED 
REGULATIONS EFFECTED 


On June 3 of this year the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare implemented new handi- 
capped rules and regulations which receive federal 
financial assistance. Section 504 of the Rehabili- 
tation Act requires that certain actions be taken to 


the handicapped in any educational programs. 

The College contemplates changes or has already 
made changes in such areas as handicapped parking, 
lower telephones and drinking fountains, facilities 
changes in rest rooms, additional ramps, elevators, 
automatic door openers, etc. Under the regulations 
handicapped students must have accessibility to all 
college programs but the College has up to 3 years 
to make major adjustments to its physical facilities. 

The Director of Personnel, Joseph M. Schneider 
acts as Equal Access-Equal Opportunity Coordinator. 
As such he is responsible for coordinating programs 
or problems associated with handicapped students 
and employees. 
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Library Exhibits Attract Interest 


After ten years of fossils and artifacts the two 
showcases near the entrance of the second floor of 
the Library have been dusted and brightened by new 
displays.

To complete 
it all there is a dinosaur egg from the American 
Southwest. i 

In the west case there is a fascinating collection of 
autographs loaned by Arthur E. Schneider of the 
Communications Department. Very artistically deco- 
rated in the Victorian motif, it is topped off by a pic- 
ture and autograph of Queen Victoria. It includes 
poets laureate of England, and Sinclair Lewis, 
Norman Mailer, John Dos Passos, Carl Sandberg, 
Agatha Christie, Thornton Wilder, Nathaniel 
Hawthorne, plus many others. Mr. Schneider has 
promised another treat next month when he will 
exhibit a collection of autographs of musicians.

PBJC Transter Students Above State Average 


Palm Beach Junior College students, transferring 
into the State University System (SUS) rank in the 
top third among Florida’s 28 community colleges in 
mean grade point averages (GPA) according to 
Mildred M. Whatley, Director of Institutional Re- 
search at the college. 

Tables in a report from the Florida Department of 
Education, Division of Community Colleges show 
that PBJC transfer students attained a higher mean 
GPA than the state average in all years reported, 
Mrs. Whatley said. 

“The report shows that our students who transfer 
into the SUS with 90 or more quarter hours of credit 
attained a higher mean GPA than those who transfer- 
red with less than 90 quarter hours of credit.” 

This report followed a report of several months 
ago from the National Board of Certification which 
showed that PBJC ranks fourth among students of 37 
schools taking the CDT (Certified Dental Technician) 
examination in January and June of 1977.

Yew Cywol Access - Equal Opportunity Plow

Several years ago a federal judge ruled that the 
Department of Health, Education and Welfare was 
allowing several states (including Florida) to continue 
to have racially segregated systems of education. The 
judge mandated that HEW enforce Title VI of the 
Civil Rights Act and not permit segregation. Florida 
agreed to voluntarily comply with HEW and develop 
an overall plan for a fully integrated system of higher 
education. 

As a part of this voluntary compliance the State 
of Florida developed a plan for higher education, a 
plan for the Community College systems, and each 
community/junior college prepared an Equal Access- 
Equal Opportunity Plan. 

Earlier this year the federal judge who originally 
ruled that HEW was not enforcing their rules relating 
to race discrimination again ruled that the states in 
question were continuing to discriminate. Asa result 
a new EA/EO Plan must be developed and sent to 
HEW. Palm Beach Junior College is obligated to send 
a new plan to the Florida Division of Community 
Colleges by October 21. 

Generally the new plan will contain information 
very similar to the former plan. Of significance is 
that many people consider that the EA/EO effort of 
Florida has been quite effective. However, all of the 
states with EA/EO Plans have been informed that 
they will submit new plans consistent with new 
guidelines prepared by HEW. 


Palm Beach Junior College and each of the 27 
other Florida community/junior colleges have an 
Equal Access-Equal Opportunity Committee which 
serves an advisory role in the equal opportunity 
program and monitors the Equal Access-Equal Oppor- 
tunity Plan. 

As the College EA/EO Coordinator | have a 
responsibility for actual or potential matters of 
discrimination based on race/ethnic status, sex or 
handicapped status. The classified representative on 
the Equal Access-Equal Opportunity Committee is 
Ms. Geraldine Harris. 

As in the past the College will continue to issue 
semi-annual reports in December and May of each 
year. A copy of the new EA/EO Plan will be on file 
in the Library after it is prepared.
